epileptic, Such diminution in 
nds. wonld . cast these 
unfortunates back tipon thé coun- 
ties, their relatives, if any they 
have, neither of which have any 
facilities to care for them when 
refused by the institutions design- 
ed for their treatment and care 
because of lack of funds.”
